RAILROAD VISION 


POREBODINGS so frequently heard about 
* the future of American railroading are 
heavily discounted by the decision of the 
Pennsylvania to proceed with the uncom- 
pleted portion of its $250,000,000 electrifi- 
cation program announced in 1928. Cer- 
tainly those forebodings are not shared by 
the road's officials. At the same time it is to 
be inferred they are convinced that main- 
tenance of facilities at top notch is essen- 
tial for holding and attracting business. 


To equip the lines electrically between 


Philadelphia and Harrisburg will involve 
an expenditure of more than $52,000,000 
but the railroad expects it will more than 
pay. for itself. Not only will substantial 
'•economies be possible, but also by provid- 
ing greater flexibility of train movement, 
tarrying capacity will be materially in- 
greased without any additional trackage. 
The job means work for 10,000 men. for 
eighteen months, to say nothing of the ad- 
'dftional employment that will be given in 
Industries supplying materials. 


Not the least significant feature of the 


IBidertaking is the financing. Convertible 
Debenture bonds bearing 314 per cent in- 
terest will be issued, stockholders to be 
permitted to subscribe for them in an 
amount equal to 8 per cent of the par value 
«tf stock held. The bonds give them a call 
'en new stock at $50 a share—less than $10 
above present market value—any time in 
the next fifteen years. The fact that the 
entire issue has been underwritten is an 
indication of the recovery in railroad cre- 
dit. 


In going ahead with the electrification 


project at this time the Pennsylvania shows 
it is still carried on with the foresight and 
progressive spirit that led the road thirty- 
two years ago to tunnel the Hudson and 
erect one of the world's largest railroad 
.terminals in order that passengers might 
be landed in the heart of New York City. 
There were many doubting Thomases then, 
but they lacked the vision of the late Alex- 
ander J. Cassatt. 


THE SLAUGHTER GOES ON 


117HEN a passenger plane cracks up, a 
" train is wrecked or a ship catches fire 
at sea headlines flare ominously.

ALFRED P. SLOAN GETS BRASS RING 
W 


ASHINGTON — According to all Roose- 
velt definitions, Alfred Pritchard Sloan, 


Jr., head of General Motors, is a deeply- 
hued, dyed-in-the-wool economic royalist. 


He was born, like Franklin D. Roosevelt, 


with a silver spoon in his mouth. That 
silver spoon ladled out $2,297,000 when 
his father died, and Alfred Pritchard has 
been able to roll it up to a round $50,000,- 
000. (Roosevelt's father left only $500,000, 
virtually all enjoyed 
by 
Mrs. James 


Roosevelt, not Franklin). 


Sloan had all the advantages of a care- 


ful, unextravagant schooling. Education- 
ally, he was a polished product of planned 
economy, against the Roosevelt brand of 
which he and his duPont colleagues have 
kicked so violently. 


Born in frugal New England nearly 62 


years ago, his father sent him to the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, most 
careful engineering school in the country. 
There he worked fairly hard, led an un- 
spectacular existence, joined Delta Upsilon 
fraternity, which had not yet obtained the 
prominence since given it by Chief Justice 
Hughes, and did one other thing which 
was to influence his entire life.

Durant was taken over by the duPonts in 
1920, Sloan transferred his allegiance to 
his old classmates as smoothly as the roll- 
er-bearings he once produced.

Research in Arthritis and Especially Backache

THE MOST important thing 


which the lay person can realize 
about backache is that it Is a very 
complicated affair and may be due 


to any num- 
ber of causes. 
This

been reading a 
review of all 
the work that 
has been done 
on the subject 
in the last 
year or two,

were 17 books and 535 papers writ- 
ten on it. 


Just as In sciatica, backache 


may be due to changes In the 
bones, joint structure, or in the 
muscles, nerves or tendons. Only 
a good history and careful physi- 
cal examination, and a well taken 
X-ray may differentiate these sat- 
isfactorily. Most of them, it is 
true, are due to changes in the 
muscles and nerves from infection, 
or posture, or both. 


Aggravated by Cold, Damp 


It is said that in cases of muscu- 
lar pain they are aggravated by 
cold or damp, and partially re- 
lieved by exercise, while changes 
in the bone are aggravated by ex- 
ercise. Pain which is worse in the 
morning on arising, but which dis- 
appears after brief activity, is due 
to Inflammation around the joints, 
in the ligaments and muscles. 
Backaches appearing In the after- 
noon or evening are usually due to 
fatigue or poor posture. 


Recent studies have resulted In 


what Is called the newer anatomy 


of the spine, In which attention la 
paid to the cartilaginous disks be- 
tween the vertebrae rather than 
to the bones themselves. In gen- 
eral, we think of the spine as con- 
sisting of 24 vetebral bones and 
23 inter-vertebral joints, but ac- 
cording to Rechtman there are In 
all 134 joints In the spine and any 
one of them may be the cause of 
disability. 
For this reason very 


careful 
Interpretation 
of X-ray 


plates has to be made, and the 
spine must be pictured from sev- 
eral angles. 


Most 
satisfactory 
results In 


treatment have been those which 
are quite simple, consisting In rest 
(on a firm bed with or without ex- 
tension, strapping or braces). The 
use of heat, massage, and light 
treatment in the form of lamps 
and X-ray exposure are very help- 
ful. 


QUESTIONS FROM RE JDERS 


H. P.: "I notice that in a recent 


article you advised a reader that 
some hair can be removed by elec- 
trolysis and some by X-ray. Just 
what is meant by this? It seem* 
most dermatologists still use the 
tedious and painful method of elec- 
trolysis. The X-ray is used by cer- 
tain Institutes which have no defi- 
nite medical connections, and one 
cannot be certain that the oper- 
ators are sufficiently well Informed 
to handle the dangerous X-ray." 


Answer: X-ray is adapted to 


very few cases for removal of su- 
perfluous hair. Especially on the 
face its action is generally consid- 
ered to be too fraught with dan- 
ger for use for cosmetic purposes. 
It can be used In superfluous hair 
on the trunk and In skin flaps 
and In plastic surgery, but other- 
wise is not generally recommended. 
So far as facial hair is concerned,
